REPORT.

May 1st, 1907. 
To the Honorable Court of Common Council: 
Gentlemen : 

^^■j^HE Board of Park Commissioners respectfully 
/ ^ prCvSents its Forty -seventh Annual Report for 
i I L the year ending April 30th, 1907. The 
^^^ Superintendent's Report to this Department 
is printed in the pages of this Report and 
gives in detail the work done in the Parks and Park 
Squares which come under the jurisdiction of this 
Board. The financial statement for the year is also 
outlined in detail showing the receipts anddisburse- 
ments and the balance on hand in the different funds 
to the credit of this Commission. 

At the annual meeting w^hich was held May 7th, 
1906, Mr. Herbert Knox Smith by letter tendered his 
resignation as Commissioner; his duties elsewhere 
preventing his remaining a member of this Board and 
Mr. Frank A. Hagarty was unanimously chosen a 
Commissioner for the tenii of ten (10) years. Mr. 
Hagarty 's appointment was approved by your Honor- 
able Body. Professor Henr>^ Ferguson was elected 
President of the Board for the ensuing year, Mr. Lewis 
C. Grover, Vice-President, and Franklin G. Whitmore, 
Secretary. In October Professor Ferguson tendered 
his resignation as President of the Board and also as 
a member of the Commission. His enforced absence 
from Hartford for some years compelled him to take 
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this action. His resignation was with great regret 
accepted and Mr. Lewis C. Grover was elected his 
successor, as President, and Mr. Philander C. Royce 
was elected Vice-President. Mr. William A. Moore 
was chosen a Commissioner to succeed Professor Fer- 
guson until April 30th, 1907, and his appointment was 
duly approved. 

During the year public Golf Links have been 
established at Goodwin Park and quite a large number 
of people have used the Links and the experiment 
has proven a success. 

The ground in Riverside Park which was used in 
1905 by the School Gardens was again placed in con- 
dition and was used by the school children with even 
greater enjoyment and profit than the previous year. 

Many improvements have been made in Colt 
Park, a new roadway has been constructed and con- 
siderable grading done. The Park is well advanced 
in its development and has already become a valuable 
addition to the Park System of the City. 

The appropriation of one thousand dollars by 
your Honorable Body for toilet and bathing facilities 
at Pope Park has not, as yet, been expended ; the 
delay being due to the lack of proper drainage ior the 
land in the location indicated for the establishemnt 
of toilet and bathing houses. The matter will be 
taken up in the near future. 

The parkway through Pope Park which was be- 
gun during May, 1906, has been finished and opened 
to the public. The work was completed within the 
appropriation. 

The plan submitted by the Bath House Committee 
for the storage of the public bath-houses in Riverside 
Park was carried out and the houses were stored there 
the past winter. The plan will, no doubt, prove very 
satisfactory. 

Great care and strict economv have been exercised 
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in endeavoring to keep the Parks up to their standard 
of beauty and usefuhiess and not exceed the amount 
. appropriated for this purpose.

To the Board of Park Commissioners: 

Gentlemen: — I have to report as follows of work 
done in the different park areas in addition to their 
ordinary maintenance and caretaking:

Preparations for a nine-link golf course were be- 
gun in June and was in use July 9th. The cost of the 
improvement was $535.65, and for care during the 
remainder of the year $164.49. The number of play- 
ers counted was 1,834. Assuming that there were 
about 10 per cent, more players than were counted, 
the number of players would be about 2,000 for the 
season, at an average cost of 8^ cents per player for 
maintenance. A part of the cost of maintenance is 
fairly chargeable to the betterment of the park and 
with a full season, it is probable that the cost per 
player would not be over six cents. To decrease this 
cost means an increased number of players. The 
number would be still more increased if a shelter of 
some kind was provided for them. 

With the limited amount of patroling available 
compared with the large extent of park area, entirely 
^unlighted, I have failed to keep the park as free from 
unseemly actions during the evening as a park 
should be kept. No arrests were made, but preven- 
tion is better than arrests, and under present con- 
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ditions it seems to me desirable that this park should 
be closed to all visitors from one hour after sunset 
until sunrise next morning. 

The rapid running of automobiles is destroying 
the road bed of the driveway. Signs have no ap- 
parent effect, and until arrangements are made by 
which the speed limit ordinance can be enforced, it 
seems impractical to prevent this evil. 



The park drive, 18 ft. wide, has been constructed 
from Wethersfield Avenue to the greenhouses, cost- 
ing $1,186.50; the grading around Colt Memorial, 
costing $257.01, was paid by the executors of the 
estate. The Edward Balf Company contributed some 
two hundred loads of good filling material without 
cost to the Department. 

Seven skinned baseball diamonds were prepared, 
costing $320.70. Two hundred and sixty-three per- 
mits were issued, but many played without receiving 
permits. 

The clearing of the grounds of the park between 
Wethersfield Avenue and the railroad track, clearing 
out of the hedge rows, and removal of trees, cost 
$1,459.29. No attempt was made to regrade the 
grounds beyond the simplest smoothing up. 

The school garden was successful, the expense 
of maintaining them being paid by the Civic Club. 
The cost of getting them ready for the work and such 
care as the park employees gave was $138.28. 

Fifty seats and six tables were added to the 
grounds, all of such light weight as to be easily moved 
by visitors and were much used and appreciated. 

There being no lights within the park, the patrol- 
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ing evenings was somewhat diflficult, but I think 
effectual. On account of the darkness one boy rode 
his wheel directly into the big reservoir, and but for 
the prompt action of the patrolman, Mr. Thomas 
Gaghan, would have been drowned. A low iron 
fence has been partially erected around this reservoir. 
It could not be completed until later on account of a 
section of it having to be made especially to fit the 
curv^ed line of the shore.

The rose garden, flower display, chrysanthemum 
show and other special attractions, with the general 
beauty of the park, makes it the most frequented of 
any in Hartford. By daily count and estimate of 
visitors, 215,000 people visited this park during the 
year; the cost of maintenance about $8,000, an average 
of less than four cents per visitor, an unusually low 
per capita cost.

A parkway, 24 ft. wide with a parallel foot path 
7 ft. wide, with side-grading, was constructed from 
Laurel Street to Hamilton Street at a cost of $7,925.68. 
The scheme of building this road should have made 
it hard, with a smooth surface, but on account of 
over-rolling under unusual conditions, has forced the 
sub-grade up and renders the surface rough and will 
necessitate re-surfacing. 

The outdoor gymnasium and bathing facilities 
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were popular and much used during suitable weather. 
A quoit court was made and was in use nearly every 
evening. The lawn tennis, was, during favorable 
days, over crowded and many had long waits. The 
amount received for the use of the lawn tennis courts 
was $249.94 and their cost was $351.65. 

A six-foot board walk was built from Park Terrace 
to Russ Street with a six-foot stone sidewalk along 
Russ Street to Putnam Street. By a series of count- 
ing the people passing over this walk, it appears that 
about 4,000 persons use it daily. The number will 
undoubtedly increase as the sections beyond are built i

cfZioerside ZiTark 
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It is a much used park with a most dangerous ^ 

approach over railroad tracks, which eventually will 2 

be remedied when the bridge improvements are com- \^ 

pleted. This park is located where it serves the most ^ 

densely populated area of our city and accommodates ^ 

what is vsometimes spoken of as the "foreign element." 
Its record for arrests and disorder in the past exceeds 
that of any other park of our city. This has been 
entirely changed by the clearing up of the underbrush 
and high growth of ground plants, so that the entire 
territory is easily seen by the patrolman. Since then 
no arrests have been made and disorderly conduct has 
been comparatively slight. The cost of this improve- 
ment was $987.94.' 

During July and August the Kindergarten was 
kept open forty-three days, with a total attendance 
of 6,821 small children, an average of 159 daily. 
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The school garden was carried on under adverse 
circumstances, but was successful. The ball diamonds 
were but little used.

This picture park of Hartford attracts many 
visitors, but for want of sufficient seats and lights is 
somewhat difficult to patrol and to enforce the park 
ordinance. 

The only work of improvement was the regrading 
of the Asylum Street entrance in connection with the 
State Armory grounds, at a cost of $141.00. 



Village Street c/reen 



At the beginning of the season this square was 
in a deplorable condition, a barren waste of trodden 
ground with a few large trees. It was regraded, 
flower beds planted, and some sodding done, but 
mainly left in gravel for paths and playgrounds, at a 
cost of $121.26. 

As long as the flowers remained no injury was 
done, but as soon as the flowering plants were removed 
in the fall the entire plot was run over and every 
vestige of grass destroyed, so that at the end of the 
year it was the same dreary waste that it was at the 
beginning, and naturally gives the impression that 
the work was a failure. But there is this to be said 
for it: of all the small squares in the city. Village 
Square is by far the most used, probably more than 
all the rest put together, and the destruction, although 
it shows so plainly because it is complete, is not more 
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per visitor than in the other parks and squares, and if 
renewed each spring the cost per visitor is less than 
elsewhere. The opportunity for park usefulness is 
here very great and it seems to call for a most serious 
consideration. 

In the remaining parks and squares only the 
ordinary maintenance and caretaking work has been 
done.

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APPENDIX A. 



RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

The Board of Park Commissioners, by virtue of 
the authority vested in them, hereby make and ordain 
the following rules and regvilations for the manage- 
ment of the parks owned by or under control of the 
city of Hartford. Any person who shall violate any 
of the following rules and regulations, ''shall forfeit 
and pay for the use of the city treasury a fine not ex- 
ceeding thirty-five dollars ($35. 00).'' 

It is forbidden: — 1st. To enter or leave any Park, 
except by the regular approaches thereto; to walk 
upon any grass border of any flower garden, walk, or 
driveway; to walk among or through shrubs, flowers, 
or other plantings, or to cross any lawn in any Park 
whenever a notice shall be conspicuously posted for- 
bidding such crossing. 

2nd. To climb, or get upon any tree, statue, 
fountain, fence, gate, gateway, or railing in any park, 
or to use any structure therein in any way other than 
that for which it was intended. 

3rd. To remove, cut, break, or otherwise injure, 
any tree or shrub, or any part thereof; to cut, pluck, 
or otherwise remove, any blossom or other part of 
any plant or flower in any Park. 

4th. To cut, write upon, deface, defile, or other- 
wise injure any building, bridge, fence, statue, fountain, 
seat, gate, gateway, or other structure, upon any Park. 

Sth. To permit any dog to pass over or to stray 
upon any Park where sheep are pastured or kept, 
unless led by a cord or chain, not exceeding six (6) 
feet in length, or to permit any other animal to pass 
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over or stray U])on any Park area, but this provision 
vshall not apply to horses when ridden or driven in 
harness, along the Park roadways. 

6th. To throw any stick, stone, or other mis^e 
on an}^ portion of any Park. 

7th. To scatter or leave upon any Park any 
paper, rag, garbage or other litter. 

8th. To void any urine, dung or other excrement, 
within the limits of any Park, excepting in such place 
or apartment as is, or shall be, specially provided for 
such purpose; and in the latter case, it is forbidden 
to use or enter any apartment estabhshed for persons 
of the opposite sex exclusively. 

9th. To discharge or carry firearms, firecrackers, 
torpedoes, or fireworks, but this prohibition shall not 
apply to the display of fireworks under municipal 
authority; to make any fire; to have any intoxicating 
beverage; to sell, offer, or expose for sale any goods 
or wares, except under a written license from the 
Board' of Park Commissioners; to post or display any 
sign, placard, flag, or advertising device without such 
license; to solicit any subscription or contribution; 
to play any game of chance, or to have possession of 
any instrument of gambling; to make any oration, 
harangue, or loud outcry; to utter profane, threaten- 
ing, abusive, or indecent language, or to do any 
obscene or indecent act ; to bathe or fish ; to solicit the 
acquaintance of, or follow, or otherwise annoy any 
other visitor. 

10th. To drive or propel any bicycle, tricycle, 
automobile, or other vehicle, wheelbarrow, or handcart, 
on any Park, excepting on regular carriage roads; to 
skate or slide upon or across any walk upon any Park; 
or to slide or coast on any driveway. 

11th. To ride or drive any horse, bicycle, auto- 
mobile or other vehicle, or team, at a rate faster than 
six (6) miles an hour; to drive or lead any heavy team, 
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business wagon, or cart upon any Park driveway or 
carriageway, excepting upon Park business. 

12th. To take or molest any bird, fish, frog, or 
any live animal, or bird's eggs, or in any way interfere 
with any bird's nest, or with any cage, box, place or 
enclosure for the protection of any bird, fish, or any 
live animal. 

13th. To sleep upon, lie upon, or overturn, any 
seat upon any park. 

14th. For any men to occupy any seat desig- 
nated as reserved for women and children. 

ISth. To play ball or any other games in any 
public Park except upon such portions thereof as may 
be set apart for that purpose. 

16th. To deface or injure any notice placed by 
the Park Commissioners upon any Park. 

The foregoing are in addition to such prohibitions 
and penalties as are provided by the laws of this state 
and the ordinances of this city.

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GENERAL STATUTES, 1888. 

Sec. 1425. Every person who shall injure or 
destroy any tree growing on any public square or 
grounds, without the consent of the city, borough, or 
town, where the same is situated, or shall wilfully 
injure the fences or herbage of any such pubUc square 
or grounds, shall be fined not more than fifty dollars. 

Sec 1426. Every person who shall wilfully injure 
any statue, monument, -chair, or other seat, or any 
lamp or lamp-post, constructed or being in any high- 
way , public space, or park: or any raihng or fence 
erected for public use, or inclosing any such space or 
park; or any walk or crossing for foot passengers; or 
any sewer, curbing, or paved gutter, shall be fined 
not less than ten, nor more than fifty dollars, or im- 
prisioned not less than seven, nor more than thirty 
days, or both. 

ACT OF 1885, CH. LXVIII. 

[This Act simply erases the words, "less than ten, 
nor," and the words, 'less than seven, nor," from the 
Section 1426, quoted above.] 

GENERAL STATUTES. 

Sec 132. Any town may lay out, inclose, and 
improve any lands belonging to it, not in any incor- 
porated city, for a public square or common ; and may 
purchase any land within its limits for that purpose. 

ACT OF 1897, CH. LII. 

Sec 1. No barbed wire shall be used in the 
construction of fences, or retained upon existing fences, 
connected with or enclosing the grounds of any public 
school, or other public building, public park, or ceme- 
tery in this state. 
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Sec. 2. Any person who shall, violate the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be fined not more than one 
hundred dollars. . 

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE MAYOR OF THE CITY 

OF HARTFORD TO APPOINT SPECIAL 

POLICEMEN. 

Passed General Assembly, January Session, A. D., 1905. 
Resolved by this Assembly: 

Section 1. That the mayor of the city of Hart- 
ford may, from time to time, upon the application of 
any society, association, or corporation, or upon the 
application of the Board of Park Commissioners, 
located within the said city, appoint and commission 
in writing as special policemen, one or more persons 
designated by such society, association, or corpora- 
tion, or by said Board of Park Commissioners, which 
person or persons, having made the oath required of 
members of the police force of the city of Hartford, 
may act as policemen in and upon the buildings, 
grounds, and premises in charge of such society, asso- 
ciation, or corporation, or park department, at whose 
instance the appointment or appointments shall be 
made. All appointments so made shall be revocable 
at the pleasure of the mayor, and such appointees 
shall receive no pay for their services as such special 
policemen except from such society, association, or 
corporation, or park department. 

Sec. 2. Each special policeman so appointed 
shall, when on duty, wear in plain view a shield bear- 
ing the words "Special Policeman" and the name of 
the society, association, corporation, or department 
for which he is appointed. 

Sec. 3. Each special policeman so appointed 
shall, in or upon the buildings, grounds, and premises 
in the city of Hartford in charge of the society, asso- 
ciation, corporation, or department for which he is 
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appointed, have the same powers as to the mainte- 
nance of the peace, service of criminal process, and 
arrest of offenders as are possessed by pohcemen of the 
city of Hartford, or by constables of towns, and shall 
have power to bring such offenders before the proper 
authority.
